In return tlic 
Canadians are fiiriiislieil with stylish or 
" Hush " jewelry aiul many oilier arlielcH, 
for the munufactureof which the Yankees 
have superior facilities. Next to the Niag- 
ara gomes the Detroit River in affofding 
•pportoni^ for trading the eostonu regu- 
lations, lite trafBc carried on In the vi- 
cinity of Detroit is fully as divwsUled as 
in cither of the above sections. A trip 
across Niaprara Kiver in n row-boat takes 
about liult an hour. A couple of men fa- 
miliar with the landing; plac<'s can ninkn 
four or five runs between lilaek lin k and 
Fort Erie eaaily in the course of a nij^lit.
